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Battery Installation/Replacement 

• To use the unit, you must install 
batteries. 

• Open battery cover as illustrated. 

Install or replace four new batteries, making sure the 
polarities (+ and -) on the battery match the polarities 
on the case. 

• Replace battery cover. 

• If the Low Battery indicator " w " appears on the dis- 
play, all batteries must be replaced. 

• "AA" alkaline batteries or equivalent are suitable for this blood pressure meter.

Setting the Date, Time and Alarm 

• When the battery is installed, the time, date and alarm are set as follows. Date and 
time: January 1 1998, 12:00AM (12-hour system); Alarm: (12:00 AM} is OFF. 

• Press SET to (urn ALARM on, press SET again to turn ALARM off. 

• The ALARM works only In the CLOCK function. 

• It MODE b pressed, the unit is ready to take a measurement.
